JAPANESE, PEARL FISHERS UN 
a N, AUSTRALIA. 

An Australian correspondent waites to the 
Tones von ‘ 

In the old days, when pearling first com- 
wenced, Europeans did the diving, and were 
quite able to do the work ; but soon the Japanese 
came, who do not appear to set uo much value 
on their lives, and thoy dived dovper and cheaper 
than the Earopoans would (lo, sv that, of thy 
Enropean divers, some went awey, while others 
sloyed on in various capacities connected with 
the fleets. The method of divixg is as follows :— 
- Each company engaged in pearling has its 
* foating station "’'—7.c., 8 schooner used as a 
store house, and a fleet of 10, 12, or 14 luggers, 
The captain of the schooner de ides which 
waters shall be fished, and he goor therv aceom- 
panied by his fleet. The luggers are manned 
exelasively by coloured mon,, Usually thediver 
isa Japauese or Manila man, and his “tender,” 
the’ man who attends; to his siguals and 
holds the life line, is usually a friend and 
countryman. of the diver, The crew are fotr 
in number aud may be South Saa Islunders, 
Manila men, Japanese, Straits Islanders, or
